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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Referring to claims 1-27 and 29, the amended claims add the limitation that verifying the traveler's identity by 
the user comparing the visual reproduction of said biometric parameters by the VRD to the traveler's outer appearance and checking the 
traveler's authorization by the user of viewing the visual reproduction of said authorization data by the VRD raises new issue that require 
further consideration. The amended claims require further search. 

Regarding to Claim 28, Sehr in view of Cousins et al. disclose a method for checking access permission of a user of public 
transportation, however, Sehr in view of Cousins et al. did not explicitly disclose wherein controlling said checking operation through the 
motion of an eye. In the same field of endeavor of identifying objects device, Jachimowicz et al. teach that controlling said checking 
operation through the motion of an eye (column 5 line 24 to column 6 line 4; column 7 lines 26 to 53; see Figures 3-4, 7 and 12) in order 
to adapt virtually operation and increase convenient for an operator. 

At the time the invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to recognize the need to control said checking 
operation through the motion of an eye of Jachimowicz et al. in a smart passenger card of Sehr in view of Cousins et al. because 
checking operation through the motion of an eye would improve the efficient and flexible personal communication device that has been 
shown to be desirable in the travel system utilizing multi-application passenger cards of Sehr in view of Cousins et al. 
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
